The time for the three miles was 15:15 for 
Yale, 16:05 for Harvard. The Harvara oars- 
men preservéd their form much better than 
was at first expected of them. ‘The Yale crew 
did not keep up their average gain during the 
next half mile, for their time at the three and 
one-half mile mark was 18:05, with Harvard 
18:44. The race was now rapidly drawing to a 
close and the oarsmen id boat boats were 
carefully watched, both individually and col- 
lectively. Yale put on new 
all winners, and Harvard behaved 
like men who were doing their 
best, but overwhelmed with great 
odds. As they passed through the long line 
of yachts the guns belched forth a salute to 
the winning crew, which was taken up by all 
the steamers in the river. 

Yale madeé a dash as they neared the bridge 
and caught the crowd, for their rowmg was 


perfection for a crew that had done four miles. 


Harvard résponded and was far from being a 
dead crew, even if they were defeated. Yale’s 
supporters began cheering when they saw the 
crew spurt for the finish line, 
and such a ringing’ of bells, tooting 
of whistles, together with the cheers 
of the thousands of spectators, was never be- 
fore heard on the Thames at a college boat- 
race. Yale passed the lino eighteen lengths 
ahead of Harvard. 

The winning crew’s time was 20.48. 
Harvard kept on rowing, never letting up for 
an instant. It took the Cambridge crew just 
twenty-three strokes to finish up the dis- 


tance, their time being 21:42, as announced | ©

YALE FRESHMEN WON THEIR RACE. 


Their Shell Landed Eight Lengths Before 
Columbia’s, Harvard Third, 

New Lowpon, Conn., July 1.—At the time 
appointed for the freshman race the conditions 
as regards wind and tide were almost perfect 
save for rain, which came down quite heavily 
and continued during and after the race, Yale 
and Harvard first made their appearance and 
reached the start about 11:15. The boats 
left the crew quarters in tow of the Yale and 
Harvard launches, which carried the three 
crews. The Yale launch carried both the 
Yale and Columbia freshmen crews and had 
both boats in tow. | 

Meantime the rain ‘continued and a brisk 
breeze started up the waves somewhat. The 
Harvard men were first afloat. At 11:30 the 
crews had taken theirseats in the shells and were 
ready for the word in five minutes. At a toss 
for position, just before leaving the quarter, 
Harvard won and chose the middle course. 
Yale, with second choice, selected the west 
and Columbia was given the east. : 

In the midst of pouring rain and the face of 
a strong northwest head wind, the word was 
given a little after 12 o’clock. At the referee’s 
pistol-shot the crews got away with- 
out a perceptible splash. 
the water first, though a powerful stroke 
of Yale sent the bo at with the blue-tipped oas 
at once to the lead. The three crews all took 
a fast stroke, varying from 39 to 41 to the

STEWART’S SUBSTITUTE PASSES 
THE SENATE, 


* 


The Final Vote Stands 29 to 25, with Only 
Two Senators Not Paired-The Measure 
Now Goes to the House, and Its Friends 
Will Be (Vigorous in Its Behalf—No 
Closure Rule Uniess a Majority of the 
Democrats Sign a Petition—Incidents of 
the Fight Yesterday. 

Wasuinerox, D. C., July 1.—[Special.]— 
Free coinage is again a living issue in Con- 
gress. The ate this afternoon, by a vote 
of 29 to 25, passed the Stewart substitute bill. 
As the text of this measure is of importance 
it is given herewith. As it goes to the House 
the bill reads 

Be it enacted, ete., that the owner of silver 

: posit the same at any mint of the 

United States to be coined for his benefit, and it 
shall be the duty of the proper officers, upon the 
terms and conditions|which are provided by law 
for the deposit and chinage of gold, to coin such 
silver bullion lee e standard dollars author- 
ized by the act of Feb. 28, 1878, entitled an act to 
authorize the coinage of the standard silver dol- 
lar and to restore its legal-tender character.“ 
and such coins shall be a legal tender for all 
debts and dues, public and private. 

The act of July 14, 1890, entitled “ an act direct- 
ing the purchase of silvér bullion and the issue 
of Treasury notes t n, and for other pur- 
poses,“ is hereby repdaled. 

Provided, That the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall proeeed to have coined all the silver bullion 
in the Treas purchased with silver or coin 
certificates. | |

| Hill Makes a Little Speech. 

The discussion was notable as the first oc- 
casion on which David B. Hill has addressed 
the Sena He did it this time on a parlia- 
mentary question relating to Dolph's motion 
to recommit, and did not gointo the silver 
discussion or give any reason for the vote he 
intended to cast for free coinage. Since he 
counted a quorum in the New York Senate 
Hill has been looked upon as an authority on 
parliamentary procedure, Today he squared 
himself back of his desk like a prize-fighter 


ing it with) both. hands, as though it were the 
keyboard of a piano. His head would move 
in unison; with his hands, and those who 
watched him thought he was going to make 
an earnest speech. But he was not. He 
merely stated parliamentary law as it was un- 
derstood by the majority of the Senators. 

Another umusing incident of the day was 
Senator Carey’s success in putting the great 
majority of Democratic Senators on record 
against their own platform.

In this vote Senators aligned themselves 
about as predicted: Gorman took an active 
part in favor of the motion, and subsequently 
marshaled the small squad of Democratic 
Senators who were against free coinage.

Vest’s Wonderful Conversion. 


The surprise came when, after the defeat of 
Dolph’s motion, Vest of Missouri got in a 
motion to postpone till December. Vest has 
yawped longer and louder than any man in 
Congress for free coinage. He has frequently 
declared, in his place in the Senate, that free 
coinage was fully as much a live issue as tariff 
reform. When the House was Republican he 
was the active agent in putting through the 
Senate a free coinage bill. But today, in the 
language of the silver Senators, he sought to 
sell them out to Wall street, for his motion to 
postpone meant the death of the bill. Vest’s 
reasons were understood to be those of po- 
litical expediency. Cleveland having been 
nominated and the Democratic convention 
having adopted a straddling plank on silver, 
he thought there was ho use in embarrassing 
his party, but this did not save him from the 
savage criticism of his silver colleague. 

Blackburn moved to table Vest’s motion,

It is noticeable that the men in Congress 
who are nearest to Grover Cleveland are the 
most upset and that they worked hardest to 
sidetrack the bill.

But the 
supporters of the measure will demand a 
special order. A report was current tonight 
that Speaker Crisp had agreed to grant one as 
soon as the bill passed the Senate. This was 
not quite correct. The Speaker will have the 
Committee on Rules grant a special order, 
with aclosure rule, whenever the silver men 
get an actual majority of the Democratic 
members to risk it. Pearce and the other ex- 
tremists are saying that there are eighty mem- 
bers of the House who will absolutely block 
all legislation and will not permit even an ap- 
propriation bill to pass until they get a vote 
on silver, The opponents of free silver in the 
House believe that with so many members 
and the admitted difficulty of securing a quo- 
rum they will be able to keep free coinage 
down. But the prospect is a gloomy one for 
Speaker Crisp and the Democratic leaders, 
who want the House to go ahead with busi- 
ness.

BIDWELL’s BRANDY BUSINEsS. 


He Selected Good Land, but Later Dag Up 
His Vines. 

San Fnaxcrsco, Cal., July 1.—[Special. }— 
The Father of Chico is what his neighbors 
call Gen. John Bidwell, the millionaire farmer 
and, since early this morning, the standard- 
bearer of the Prohibitionists. He is one- of 
the oldest of the pioneers, having come into 
California with the first overland emigrant 
train in 1841. He was interpreter and Aide- 
de-Camp to Gov) Micheltorena fora year, 
until the revolt of 1844 and 1845 resulted 
in Gov. Micheltorena’s expulsion. Bid- 
well returned to Sutler’s employ and on 
the advent of Gen. Fremont joined the forces, 
later being appointed Magistrate of the Dis- 
trict of San Luis Rey. 

In 1849 he was a member of the first consti- 
tutional convention and the following year 
was elected to the State Senate. In 1855 he 
was a delegate to the Democratic National 
convention. During the war he was a Brig- 
adier-General in command of the Fifth 
Brigade, California militia. He was a mem- 
ber of Congress from 1864 to 1867. In 1875 he 
was a candidate for Governor on the Non- 
Partisan Anti-Monopoly ticket, but was de- 
feated, and a few years later wasa candidate 
for Governor on the Prohibition ticket, 

Gen. Bidwell has acquired wealth variously 
estimated at from $1,000,000 to $4,000,000. For 
years his residence has been in Butte 
County, where he has one of the 
largest and finest fruit ranches 
in the State comprising more than 25,000 
acres. His early connection with the govern- 
ment of California gave him knowledge of 
land and tities, and in some way or other he 
selected the choicest soil in the State for his 
farm. Of course Gen, Bidwell planted grapes. 


Moreover, they were wine grapes. Five hun- 


dred broad acres they were, nearly all in wine 
and brandy grapes. 

When his output became large he set up a 
great winery and a still-house for making 
brandy with powerful engines and costly 
machinery. For twenty years his name stood 
next to the head in the list of California's 
wine ana brandy producers. Some six or 
seven years ago Gen. Bidwell found 
a second wife. Her ideas were strong- 
ly against the wicked liquor traffic. and not 
long after his second marriage the wine⸗ 
grower became a Prohibitionist. He publicly 
announced that he would forthwith go-out of 
the wine and brandy business. All the vines 
that were distintively for the bearing of wine 

rapes he rooted out of the sont. 

en. Bidwell still raises grapes, but he claims 
not fur making wine, In a recent letter he 
stated the product of his 150-acre vineyard at 
more thah 1,000,000 pounds. These are classi- 
fied as table grapes. Bidwell sells his grapes 
and for what becomes of them be is not re- 
sponsible, There is not a market for 
250,000 tons of table grapes a year 
from the Rancho Chico and they do 
not make raisins in Butte County. It is fig- 
ured, morever, that there is still in existence 
much brandy and good red wine from the 
Rancho Chico. ut apart from all this 
the Prohibition nominee is very much of 
aman. Tall, erect, in spite of his three score 
and ten, with keen, deep-set eyes, a broad, 
high forehead, clear-cut features, and the full, 
flowing beard of a pioneer, personally Gen. 
Bidwell is a candidate who is good to look at.

_ PROHIBITIONIST “ MONEY” FOLLY. 

The money plank of the Prohibition plat- 
form just made in Cincinnati is worthy of the 
cranks who formulated and adopted it. They 
demand that the money of the country shall 
do issued only by the government, shall be 
made a legal tender for the payment of all 
„ debts, be fixed at a definite sum per capita, 
and made to increase with the population.” 


That is, they have pledged themselves to rank 


fiatism. They do not want either gold or 


silver, nor a currency redeemable in those 


metals. They want fiat paper money issued 
by the government, which would be irredeem- 
able fiat shinplasters. This, as far as finance 
is concerned, is the outcome of the twenty 
years’ reflection of the Dry” cranks. It is 
the result of their studies and researches and 


a : the fruit of their unripe thought during that 


period. 

If their demand were granted the money of 
the country would be all paper and issued in 
with. a rapidly de- 
It would quickly degenerate 


for the payment of already accrued indebted- 
ness in better money and the swindling of 
creditors. No new debts would be contract- 


ed in it for the simple reason that the steady 


decrease in its purchasing power would make 
creditors unwilling to agaee to be paid in that 
kind of money.“ Nobody would sell either 
his goods or his labor for it, or if he did it 
would be only to the extent to which he could 
use it for the payment of back debts and taxes. 
After the very short time in which these old 
debts would have been cleared out of the way 
the debt-paying power of the flat money 
would disappear. and then it could only be 
used in payment of taxes, and that would 
soon cease, as the officeholders would not ac- 
cept it for their salaries. 

For all transactions between individuals or 
firms the country would theu settle down to a 
basis of substantial values. The old system 
of barter being too inconvenient for modern 
use, except in the simplest kind of way, it 
would be necessary to fall back on bullion 
transfers. So many grains of gold and sv 
many ounces of silver would thea be account- 
ed as measurmg a multiple of units of value 
for products and labor of all kinds; ard men 
would make their contracts on that basis 
only, not as reckoned in the Dry, 
cranky, worthless fiat shinplaster. Then 
nobody would sell anything to the 
government for the ‘irredeemable flat 
stuff. The government could get no supplies 
for its army and navy. Its Postmasters would 
not take it in payment for salaries por rail- 
roads for transportation, services. Its clerks 
would resign rather than take their wages in 
the worthless fiat. trash with which they could 
buy nothing. And all the while, so long as 
any clerks were left to receive it, the discred- 
ited paper money would flow into the 
Treasury in payment for taxes, till the gov- 
ernment was gorged with its own foul emis- 
sions, and finally have to repudiate them as 
the sole means by which it could continue to 
exist. 

The government would perforce fall back on 
the use of gold and silver for the payment of 


its officers and employés and eould not do 


that without first getting hold of the specie. 
This it must do either by receiving that specie 
in the form of taxes or by borrowing, aud no- 
body would lend it unless under a guarantee 
of being paid back in the coin equivalent of 
value received, 

It is more than probable that if the policy 
ad vocated by these prohib cranks were adopted 
by Congress it would not be sustained by the 
Supreme Court of the United States in its ap- 
plication to already existing indebteaness, If 
the question were submitted to that tribunal 


. whether or not old debts founded on a gold con- 


sideration or its equivalent could be legally 
paid in the depreciated fiat stuff, the response 
would be“ No.“ The court would take the 
sound position that government had no 
power to compel creditors to accept flat 
money for debts contracted in good money, 
That decision would render it necessary for 
the flat lunaties to bounce the Supreme Court. 
and put on its bench a new set of crank 
Judges who were prepared to swear by the old 
gospel of repudiation as expounded by its 
modern apostles. But that would not much 
The use of the new fangled 
currenty would cease when the payment 
of old indebtedness by its means had. 
been accomplished. No Supreme Court nor 
any other tribunal on earth, though backed 
by all the power of the law and the terrors of 
the hangman’s scaffold, could make a free 
people sell their property or their labor for 
Hat rags that knew no redeemer. So at most 
the process would stop with the swindling of 
those unfortunate enough to be creditors at 
the time the act went into force, during which 
the people were finding out the true character 
of the rags falsely called money.“ That has 
been tried again and again in the past. Why 
should such insane folly be repeated by pro- 
| feasedly intelligent men? 


THE CITY CAN DO THE fukIxNd 
GIVE TEMPORARY RELIEF. 

Tue Trisunz has advocated the enlarge- 
ment of the canal to the Summit at the earliest 
possible day in order to give the city tempo- 
rary relief while the rest of the drainage 
channel was being cut, which will take a good 
many years. This enlargement would enable 
the city government of Chicago to move its 
Bridgeport pumps to Summit, set them at 
work there with several more to throw over 
into the Desplaines at that point, say, 150,000 
eubie feet of water a minute. ; 

Whereupon the special organ of the Cooley- 
ites, being unable to meet this common-sense 
proposition, undertakes to raise a false issue 
by talking in this way: 

The Drainage Board has no right to pump so 
much as a pailful of sewage from the Chicago 
River into the Desplaines Riveror any other 
stream: it cannot pump clear water even from 
one stream into another. This is a principle 
of the common law. which can be super- 
seded only by an act of the people in Leg- 
islature assembled. No law has been passed 
by the Legislature of this State authorizing the 
‘Drainage Board to do any pumping. and it is the 
opinion of the present attorney of the board and 
its general counsel, one of the most eminent con- 
stitutional lawyers in the city, and it has been the 
opinion of all past attorneys of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict, that it would be a direct violation of the 
law creating the district to do any pumping. 

This is quite true. Every one knew this 
long ago. But what has it to do with the 
question? The old Board of Trustees decided 
last year, on the strength. of the unanimous 
opinion of its lawyers, that it had no right to 
set up or operate pumps. The present board 
is of the same opinion, and no one asks it to 
undertake the task. 

But the lawyers said that there was no law 
to prevent the city setting up pumps at Sum- 
mit, if the canal were deepened and enlarged 
to that point, and throwing one or two hun- 
dred thousand cubic feet of water per minute 
into the Desplaines. Consequently Taz TRE:

The tariff plank adopted by the Prohibition 
National convention reads thus: 

Tariff should be levied only as a defense against 
foreign countries which levy tariff upon or bar 
out our products from their markets, revenue be- 
ing incidental. The residue of means necessary 
to an economical administration of the govern- 
ment should be raised by levying a burden on 
what the pons possess instead “ upoh what we 
cobs ume. 2 

This means that tariff duties should be 
levied only as a retaliatory, measure, and not 
for the purpose of raising revenue, If France 
or Germany puts duties on American prod- 
ucte, then America should retaliate. in kind; 
but if England and Belgium, Austria and 
Italy let in the products of this country free, 
then the United States should do the same by 
those countries, whether competitive or non- 
¢ompetitive. The result of this bastard form 
of reciprocity would be that England, which is 
a free trade country and levies duties on no 
American products except spirits and tobacco, 
one of which the drys want to stop the manu- 
facture of, would be given an enormous ad- 
vantage in American markets and would pro- 
ceed to take possession of them unless mill. 
ions of American workmen cut their wages 
ddwn to the British standard ! 

The total amount of duties collected under 
a | prohibition tariff would not amount to 
much because the duties would be levied to 
keep the goods out, just as thie present duty on 
shoddy prevents its importation. Unlike the 
free trade Democrats, the drys would not put 
any duties on tea, coffee, sugar, molasses, to- 
bacco, drugs, spices, ete., as a means of rais- 
ing revenue, for they say that ** burdens 
should be levied on what the people possess 
instead of what they consume.” That is, they 
want taxes to be taken out of property, real 
and persona!, or out of land, capital, and 
wages, rather than out of &pirits, tobacco, 
silks, etc. If they had their way the Federal 
Governmert would abandon its custom-house 
and internal revenue receipts’ and levy direct 
taxes, which would fall on land with crush- 
ing weight, and an incdme tax which 
would fall on capital and wages. Both those 
methods have been tried. The first was a fail- 
ute, the farmers would not stand it; the second 
was a vexatious inquisitional burden which all. 
were glad to see done away, with. The fact 
ig the drys are notorious for their ignorance 
of political economy or history, and imagine 
that the Federal Government would not have 
the least trouble in collecting four hundred 
millions a year off the farmers and the wage 
fund after it had shut up the custom-houses 
and internal revenue offices. Perhaps they 
have an impression that if the receipts should 
be two or three hundred million short the 
government could issue fiat shinplasters 
enough to make good the deficiency. Another 
plank of their fool 1 that way.

THE IRONMASTERS AND THEIR MEN— 
SUPPOSE WE HAD FREE TRADE. 
There is trouble in the iron and steel busi- 
ness at this time. It is spreading every- 
where. The employers say they caunot pay 
last year’s wages, for if they do they will run 
ataloss. The men say they will not work 
unless they can get what they did last year. 
The owners of the furnaces and mills say that | 
the demand for their products has slackened 
off and that at the present time, in order to 
get rid of their atocks, they are selling them 
at about the coat of production, or, if in 
gpecial need of money, a little below it. They 
say that either production must be reduced, 
which means that plants will not be utilized to 
their full extent and that the number of hands 
will have to be lessened, or that consumption 
must be stimulated, which may be done by 
lowering the cost of production, and that re- 
quires the payment of lower wages and sala- 
ries apd cheaper transportation of the raw 
nen 
The workmen say that they knaw nothing 
about those things and don't care for them, 
dut they do know that they have been getting 
— present high wages for some years; that 
they have become accustomed to living in the 
way in which those wages warranted their 
doing, and that they will not change that man- 
ner of living; that they cannot stand the 
economizing the reduction in pay would ne- 
cessitate, Therefore they declare they will 
quit work rather than accept these lower 
wages for themselves, their wives and chil- 
Gren. So the two great parties are going to 
lock horns and fight the matter out on the 
doctrine of the survival of the strongest. 
This impending conflict, which bids fair to 
be a very serious one, grows out of the propo- 
sition that there be a small cut in wages, ne-

all other manufactures were forced down far 
below what it is now by free trade competi- 
tion with the cheaper iron; and steel of En- 
gland. France, Germany. and Belgium? 
| Ifthe protection policy were abandoned, 
and the ports of the United States were opened 
to foreign iron and steel, to say nothing of a 
hundred other kinds of commodities, those 
metals would be delivered on this side of the 
ocean at prices many dollars a ton lower than 
those asked here now, even in this time of 
local depression. The home man ufacturers | 
evuld charge no more than was asked for the 
cheap foreign products or go out of business. 
They would not do the latter if they could help 
it. for it would mean an enormous pécuniary 
loss. When many are seeking to dispose of 
iron and steel plants, they bring but little 
money. | 
The manufacturers would try to go ahead 
‘under the new condition of things, and first 
and foremost they would demand much cheap- 
er raw materials and far cheaper labor. They 
would refuse to pay as much as$they had been 
doing for ore, coal, coke, limestone, and trans-

“If the state of things does not suit you 
you have only yourselves to blame. You 
voted for free trade Democratic Congress- 
men and a free trade Democratic President 
and elected them. You were not forced to do 
it. It was your own free act. The free trad- 
ers you elected have taken off the duties on 
all kinds of iron and steel, You knew they 
were going to doit, for they openly said so. 
Yet you voted for them. The duties being 
removed those metals are coming here from 
abroad by the shipload, and being made by 
men who ask only half for their labor what 
you do for yours, those foreign metals 
are offered for sale at prices far below the 
cost of production here. You knew that labor 
was cheaper in Europe than here and that the 
articles made by it were cheaper than your 
| Competitive products. Yet you voted, with 
your eyes open, to expose yourselves to that 
competition. Why are you grumbling when 
you have what you wanted? 

If we are to compete with foreign manu- 
facturers we must have labor as cheap as 
theirs. You were told before the election that 
if free trade were introduced we could not 
keep on paying you the old rate of wages. It 
seems you:did not believe us, but that is not 
our fault.

THE REPUBLICAN CAMPAIGN IN ILLI- 
NOIS. 

Chairman Clark atid the Republican State 
committee have entered energetically on the 
work of the campaign. The plan of organiza- 
tion has been laid down and adopted and the 
local leaders have been summoned to. duty. 
As Col. Clark says, IIlinois is Republican. But 
the Democrats will makea desperate effort to 
make it.

Tue official recorded rainfall in this city

One and a Half Million on Mortgages. 

It is impossible to arrive at an exact state- 
ment of the disbursement on account of in- 
terest on real-estate mortgages. It is impos- 
sible in the first place to state the exact 
amount of outstanding mortgages. ‘The best 
information to be obtained is from the census 
report, which makes the outstanding real-es- 
tate mortgages in Cook County Jan. 1, 1890; 
$191,000,000. The increase has been "rapid 
since that time, particularly during 1890, and 
experts estimate the outstanding indebtedness 
now as equal to $250,000,000. The rate per 


the census investigation is about 6 per cent. 

The payment of interest on real-estate 
mortgages is, of course, by no means con- 
fined to January and July periods, The in- 
terest period of the greater part of the mort- 
gages begins with the date at which the mort- 
gage happens to be drawn. Some of the in- 
surance companies, however, insist that the 
interest period be made to correspond with 
the semi-dnnual dates of the calendar, and 
that throws considerably more than one- 
twelfth of the total interest payment into the 
months of January and 5 uly. Real-estate 
mortgage dealers estimate that about one- 
tenthfof the total interest disbursement can 
be fairly credited to July. On that basis the 
payments made in Chicago this month on ac- 
count of interest on real-estate loans will 
amount to $1;500,000. 

The firm of Parsons & Taft do a large farm 
mortgage business. They will this month dis- 
burse in interest on farm mortgages $72,000 


Savings Bank Interest. 


The savings bank depositors receive their 
semi-annual interest calculated up to yester- 
day. The last report of the savings banks 
made to the State Auditor May 4 shows a to- 
tal of savings deposits of $17,147,000. Most 
of the sayings banks pay. at the rate of 
4 per cent, but as that total amount would 
not have been in the bank for all of the six 
months period savings bank offlcers estimate 
that 3 per cent on that total would be approxi- 
mately the amount of interest which the de- 
positors will receive. On that basis the dis- 
bursement will be 8514, 000. 

The interest on railroad bonds listed on the 
Chicago Stock Exchange, which is payable 
this month, amounts to 54. 250,000. This can- 
not perhaps, be properly credited as a Chica- 
go disbursement. 
into the accounts of Chicago investors, and 
probably much of it will be disbursed through 
Chicago fiscal agents, as the headquarters of 
most of the companies are in Chicago. A 
large proportion of this amount, however, 
will probably be remitted by the companies 
to New York and be disbursed there. 

Recapitulatory Statement. 

A recapitulation of the foregoing amounts 
brings the total of Chicago disbursements up 
to $12,517,400.

NUN MATCHED YEAR. 


ENORMOUS BUSINESS IN THE 
TWELVE rm NOW ENDED. 


Imports and Exports Were Greatly In- 
creased—Failures Fewer and Liabilities 
Less—Trade Prospects Are Good—A Bet- 
terment Noted in Nearly All Lines Last 
Week—A Review of the Week in Wan 
Street—Bank Clearings Show a Slight 
Decrease in the Aggregate. 

New Tonk, July 1—R..G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review cf trade follows: 

A fiscal year néver matched in the whole 
history of the country, in volume of industrial 
production, in magnitude of domestic ex- 
changes, or in foreign trade, has just closed. 
The imports of the year have been about 
$833,000,000, the increase at New York in June 
over last year being about 18 per cent. Ex- 
ports from New York in June gained 15.4 per 
cent, and the aggregate for the year has been 
about 81,027, 000, 000. Railroad earnings have 
been the largest in any year thus far, and 
clearings in June the largest ever known in 
that month, exceeding last year 8 per cent, 


outside New York. Failures for the half year 
have been 5,503, against 6,074 in 1891, and 
liabilities $62,000,000, against 892, 000, 000, and 
on the whole about the smallest for five years. 
In spite of low prices additional works are go- 
ing into operation, even in the iron manu- 
facture, and yet more in woolen and cotton. 
Moreover, the crops of this year promise to be 
very satisfactory, and the new half year be- 
gins with excéllent prospects. 

Wheat regeipts at Western points have been 
1,882,000 bushels in three days, and Atlantic 
exports 959,000 bushels, showing that the old 
supplies are not exhausted, and prices are an 
eighth cent lower than a week ago. Cornisa 
cent higher, in spite of the large receipte and 
very light exports, the fear being that part of 
the crop may be destroyed by wet weather, or 
so delayed that frosts will catch it before ma- 
turit Oats are also a cent higher. Specula- 
tion hes been light in grain, but pork products 
have advanced sharply, pork $1 per barrel, 
lara 42 cents per 100 pounds, and hogs 35 
cents. Speculation in cotton has been active, 
with sales of 420,000 bales here, resulting in a 
decline of a sixteenth, though receipts are get- 
ting light. But the crop prospects are good 
and the stock in sight enormous. 

Business at Boston is satisfactory. Shoe 

faetories are busy with orders and leather is 
firm, and summer dry goods have been well 
sold and the-woolen mills have a steady de- 
mand for their whole machinery capacity. 
Cottens are well sold and firm. At Philadel- 
phia manufactured and especially structural 
irons are firm. Some demand is noted for the 
delivery of dry goods in July, and manufac-, 
turers are buying wool more freely. The 
hardw are trade is large, though at low prices, 
and in other branches business is fair for the 
geagon. 
At Baltimore good orders for clothing are 
noted and an early season for shoes expected, 
though the packing season is expected to be 
light. The wage dispute at Pittsburg closes 
some mills, and many of the houses will close 
a few weeks for repairs. Finished iron is 
more active, but pig dull, Glass is weaker 
and window glass low. At Cleveland dry 
goods, groceries, hardware, and boots and 
shoes show improved trade, and there is a bet- 
ter demand for rolled iron. Cincinnati reports 
average trade, increasing in some lines, and 
manufactures fairly active. 

At Chicago the volume of trade considera- 
bly exceeds last year’s. Collections are easier 
and bank clearings larger. 

Trade at Milwaukee was satisfactory. At 
St. Paul business is god and the crop outlook 
favorable. At Omaha June sales in most lines 
were the ty on record and activity contin- 
ues. At St. Louis business is good for the sea- 
son, and crops turn out better than anticipat- 
ed, and at Kansas City trade is better than 
last year, with liberal receipts of grain, but 
lhght receipts of cattle and hogs. At Denver 
trade is very good. At Memphis business is 
dull, but it is improving at Atlanta, and better 
than has been expected at Savannah. 

Speculation in stocks has been languid. 
Money is abundant at all financial centers, 
with but a moderate demand, and collections 
are generally good. 

The business failures occurring throughout 
the country during the last seven days num- 
ber 197, as against 190 last week. For the cor-

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Ton BURNING REFUSE 


ALD. SWIFT TO INTRODUCE AN OR- 
DINANCE FOR CREMATORIES. 


He Thinks That if the Council Were to 
Authorize Their Establishment in Vari- 
ous Parts of the City Scavenger Work 
Would Be Done Better and Money Be 
Saved—President Green Vetoes Another 
of Gilbert’s Dieting Biils—Preparing & 
Subway Ordinance Substitute. 

Ald. George B. Swift will probably intro- 


duce an ordinance providing for the establish- 
ment of crematories in various districts of the 
city at the next meeting of the council. Mr. 
Swift is convinced that, if the crematories are 
established, the scavenger work of the city 
will be done much better and more cheaply 
than it is at the present time. He says, for 
instance, that if crematories, were in existence 
for th® burning up of dead animals, the city 
could save the $30,000 it now pays Contractor 
Brenock for hauling them away. Mr. Brenock 
might, in fact, if the crematories were in ex- 
istence, be induced to pay for the privilege of 
removing some of the animals to his glue 
factory. One of the difficulties that stands in 
the way of effective scavenger service at the 
present time is the length of the hauls which 
the contractors have to make. It is exceed- 
ingly difficult to find places on which the re- 
| fuse and garbage can be dumped within the 
city limits now. The railroads are not will- 
ing to haul the stuff. It has to be hauled in 
wagons outside the city limits. The result is 
that the contractors chargé the city rather 
high prices for their work. They have to do 
it in order to save themselves from loss. 


Commissioner Ware of the Health Depart- 


ment has advocated the establishment of cre- 
matories ever since he entered on his duties at 
the city hall. Last winter he induced persons 
from Pittsburg and from Des Moines to come 
here and offer to establish crematories at their 
own expense in different portions of the city, 
on condition that the municipal government 
would pay them a fair price for their work or 
a royalty on their patents. The proprietors of 
the furnace which is in operation west of the 
river near Fourteenth street also proposed the 
establishajent of crematories in various divis- 


ons. | 
Alderman Madden and some of the members 


of the Council favored the adoption of some 
such scheme, but nothing ever came of it, ow- 
ing, it is said, to the hostility of certain mem- 
bers of the Council who feared that it might 
interfere with certain contractors and the San- 
itary Inspectors. There are thirty-four in- 
spectors who are paid $1,000 each per annum. 


An investigation made yesterday in the 


Nineteenth Ward about the scavenger service, 
of which there has been so much complaint, 
appears to be traceable directly to the Health 
Inspectors. The contractors seem to do their 
work fairly well. They live pretty nearly up 
to their agreement, which is to remove the 
garbage tr.-weekly. In the east end of the 
ward the boxes Thursday morning, with a few 
exceptions, had been einptied, and the con- 
tents removed. Most of the garbage to be 
found in the alleys visited had been recently 
deposited, but there was scarcely an alley that 
was not cumbered and disfigured with scores 
of tons of stabling kept there in utter 
defiance of the ordinances. It is 
the duty of the owners to remove this. 
It is also the duty of the Health Inspectors to 
enforce that removal. There appears to be 
practically no enforcement. The garbage- 
boxes placed along the curbstones and which 
make the east end of the ward the most un- 
sightly in the city are seldom kept in proper 
condition. The covers are removed and they 
are otherwise out of repair. This is no fault 
of the scavenger contractors. It is said to be 
the fault of the ward Inspector, who does not 
; ao it that those boxes are properly cov-

Commissioner Ware has frequently suggest- 


ed that the duties intrusted to the Health In- 
spectors could better be enforced hy the or- 
dinary patrolman. “One policeman,” he 
says, is worth five inspectors.’’ The Alder-

Besides the ordinance for crematories' it is 


understood that an ordinance will also be in- 
tr. duced next Monday night providing that 
all alleys paralleling paved streets shall be 
paved. If such an ordinance is enforced it 
will make the scavenger servic less difficult 
and it will greatly add to thie neatness of the 
city and to the improvement of its sanitary 
condition. The great difficulty now about the 
eastern end of the Nineteenth Ward and the 
other wards from which most complaints are 
received is that the alleys are mere puddles, 
The garbage, when it is thrown into them, is 
swallowed up in the pools and mud. Where 
the alleys are paved there are few complaints 
of the scavenger service, and this is why the 
west end of the Nineteenth Ward appears to 
be in so much better condition than the east- 
ern end. However, the ward’s sanitary condi- 
tion is said to be much better than at any 
time during the last six years, and there are 
fewer complaints made as to the character of 
the service rendered. The agitation growing 
out of the subject, however, and its discussion 
in the Council, are likely to lead to good re- 
sults, especially it Ald, Swift presses his or- 
dinance with old-time vigor. ,

Such survivals, however, are scarcely sur- 
prising when one remembers that ‘‘ cannibal 
rites were continued in these [ British} islands 
until historic times; that a naked people con- 
tinued to live [in Ireland] under our sover- 
eigus until the epoch which witnessed the 
greatness of Shakspeare: and that head-hunt- 
ing and other indications of savage culture 
did not cease with the advent of civilizing in- 
fluences.’ 


Wife-selling is another survival. The pub- 
lic sale of a wife took place in Manchester, 
England, in 1848; while in the first decade of 
the century we find several cases on record. 
The free Saxon had the right to sell wife 
and child; and as late as the thirteenth cen- 
tury a German could do the same thing in 
time of famine and want. In Scandinavia the 
practice was common.” Sordid as it 
seems, the custom was once a salutary reform. 
A remnant of the earlier and universal prac- 
tice of stealing one’s wife survives in the peas- 
ant weddings of the European continent, 
where there is often a mock fight for posses- 
sion of the bride, or a race between bride and 
bridegroom. Another step in advance was the 
adoption of the wergild,’’ or man-price, 
as a legal fine for ‘homicide, in place 
of the older custom of ‘blood-fecd. ‘* Sullen-: 
ly and slowly feud yielded its rights to a sys- 
tem of tines—punishment would have been im- 
possible—and did not come to an end, so far 
as Germany was concerned, until the close of 
the fifteenth century. Accident, moreover, “ 
was no excuse: a mere bit of carelessness 
might lead to the death of a dozen innocent 
relatives of the innocent. cause of, feud.““ 
Blood-feud was a duty as well as a right. ‘I 
will not carry my son in my purse!’ says an 
old Norseman, as he spurns the proffered 
satisfaction. In the ‘Nialssaga” old Nial is. 
told that he too; as well as his wife, may 
leave the burning house where his sons have 
been surrounded by their enemies. ‘No,’ he 
answers, ‘I am an old man unable to avenye 
my sors; and I will not live in disgrace:’”’ A 
singular survival of the notion of blood-feud 
is found in Beowulf.“ When the poet 
tells of the murder of Abel and of the doom 
of Cain, he treats the punishment as an act of 
vengeance undertaken by God for one of his 
human children.“ With all respect for Prof. 
Gummere we cannot help thinking that these 
Teutonic ancestors of ours, who exposed their 
sickly children and feeble old men, who 
bought or stole their wives, made a virtue of 
revenge, adored their ancestors, and offered 
human sacrifices, were not much better than 
“modern African savages. 


“Memoirs of the Prince de Talleyrand,’ 
a Vol. V. 
American readers will find but little of in- 


terest in tne fifth and final volume of these | 


memoirs. The narratjve covers the period 
from October, oer to April, 1834. Talley- 
rand’s correspondence from April to Novem- 
ber, 1834, has been appended by the editors 
in order to complete the account of his em- 
bassy to England. The Anglo-French inter- 
vention in the Low Countries, the civil war in 
Portugal, and a phase of the perpetual East- 
ern ques aon were the principal matters that 
engaged his attention durimg that period, In 
all of these affairs the negotiations were con- 
ducted by Talleyrand with his usual skill and 
success, He proposed a defensive alliance 
between England and France, but the scheme 
was not approved by the British Government. 
His letter of resignation is interesting for the 
admiration that the writer professes for the 
Duke of Weilington—an admiration which, 
as we know, was to some extent reciprodated. 
ne No one honors the Duke of 

ellmgton more than I do; I respect his 
character, his strength, and his prudeuce; I 
feel assured that to him alone will belong the 
honor, if such a thing is still possible, of ar- 
resting the decadence of England. we 

In defending the authenticity of these mei- 
oirs, M. de Br glie suggests that the popular 
disappointment at the non-sensational/ char- 
acter of their contents was originally responsi- 
ble for the charges of suppression that some 
critics have made. He says: “In ¢onse- 
quence of the perhaps extessive precautions 
taken by the testamentary executors to pre- 
vent premature publication; people have 


been inclined to imagine that the se- 
cret would not have been kept 80 
long had not the memoirs contained 


facts of a delicate and mysterious nature, and 
that the veil once lifted, piquant revelations, 
satirical portraits, malicious anecdotes--who 
knows what all? —would be made public; per- 
haps even the facilities which a lax morality 
afforded to the woridly clergy of the ancien, 
régime. The grave style of the narrative, 
quite in keeping with the nature of the sub- 
jects treated, has disappointed this frivolous 
curiosity; and from that to the supposition 
that everything which would have satisfied it 
has been intentionally suppressed, is but a 
ste „II serious writers have looked for 
interest of this kind in these memoirs, and are 
astonished at not finding it, they have dis- 
played a wantof judgment which does not 
permit them to call themselves historians.’’ 
As to the comparative neglect of the early 
part of Talleyrand’s career he observes:

after the Restoration, to which he had 


| so powerfully contributed, Prince de Talley- 


rand, representing as he did legitimate mon- 
archy at Vienna, in the presence of assembled 
Europe, must have retained but few ideas and 
traits in common with the Abbé de Périgord, 
sitting on the Left in the Constituent Assem- 
bly, and he could scarcely have recognized 
this effaced likeness of himself after so dis- 
tant a past. He had learned much and per- 
haps also forgotten a little. Many resolutions 
which he had taken during times of hope, of 
disappointment, and of anxiety must have 
appeared to him, if not the result of influence 
against which he was not proof, at least 
necessities to which he must submit. Would 


he not then have hastened to turn over this 


page of his history, in order to arrive rapidly 
at that on which were inscribed the eminent 
services he had just rendered his country? 
From this point of view 1789 recalled nothing 
te M. de Talleyrand but wasted energy. Is 
it therefore a matter of astonishment that 
he should have preferred to concern 
himself most with the incontestable greatness 
and utility of the réle which he played in 1814 
and 18830? Nevertheless. the hostile criticism 
of which the editor complains was by no 
means inexcusable. Why was Talleyrand so 
careful to. prohibit the publication of these 
memoirs untila half century should have 
elapsed? Why is the otiginal MS. not pro- 
duced? Such inquiries will continue to be 
made, in spite of the explanations of M. de 
Broglie, whose own good faith, however, is 
not in question. |

This 
last implies, in some respeets, a more ad- 
vanced standpoint. Thus, while in the Out- 
lines“ the chapter on Perception followed im- 
mediately that on Sensation, in the 
preseut work two lengthy chapters on 
the Process of Elaboration are interposed. In 
this way the functional activity of the inind in 
the working-up of its material recelves a more 
emphatic recognition. 3 
The author's view of mental activity is quali- 
fied, however, by his rejection, on the one hand, 
of the assumption of an ego or subject of the 
activity (i., 9}, and by his conception, on the 
other, of the physiological connection of men- 
tal processes generally. To be eure, he is care- 
ful to point outthe limits of the physiological 
explanation (i., 33); and it is clear that, from 
our entire ignorance of anything positive in 
— matter at all, his treatment of the neural 
asis of our more developed consciousness 
must be in the highest degree speculative. He 
even admits that the reference to conscious- 
ness as the organizing activity which dis- 
criminates and combines the rhultitude of 
particular mental phegomena’’ appears to be 
the best way of indicating the facts (i.,9). But 
he ig evidently unwilling to allow to this rep- 
resentation its full ‘significance; In reality 
the active processes of the mind must be sup- 
posed to depend on mechanical movements 
in the central nervous structure,“ though, as 
conscious, we may be allowed” to speak 
of them as the mind’s elaboration of its 
material (,, 141). In describing atten- 
tion as activity we are not making 
any assumption,” he says, with respect 
to an active spiritual principle. We mean 
simply that as a psychical process attention 
has the characteristics of our conscious active 
states in —.— N apy 6 
ertion or strain (i., 142). In t

“admit the full peality of spiritual activity the 


author seems to be haunted by the phantom 
ofan imaginary soul-stuff, a metaphysical 
ehtity or spiritual substance lying back of 
consviousness.| Of course we know no such 
* stutt.”” Modern psychology is thoroughly 
justified in banishing it, just as modern 
physics has banished so many other en- 
tit ies to the limbo of scholastic metaphysics. 
What we do know, however, is a process of 
mental life oceurring under definite organic 
conditions and the living unity of that process. 
It is just this consciousness of living unity in 
living process, this reference of all states and 
objects, together with all their relations, to 
the self—in a word, this se/l/-consciousneas, 
which is at once the reality and the manifesta- 
tion of the ‘** active spiritual principle. The 
sense of strain is no doubt the means by 
which consciousness of it is most vividly 
awakened, but the bare sensation apart from 
its reference toa distinguishable self would 
no more be consciousness of activity than the 
feeling of resistance apart from its objective 
interpretation would be the consciousness of 
mütter. To surrender in this particular the 
plain implications of self-conseiousuess to the 
bugbear of an antiquated metaphysics or to 
the unrealized possibilities (or im possibilities ) 
of a. hypothetical physiology is assuredly to 
sacrifice the substance to the shadow. 

The author's caution, however, enables him 
at many points to mediate with happy effect 
between conflict opinions. Thus, in this 
very matter of attention, his representation of 
it as a factor in a psychical process avoids the 
extreme of those who, on the one hand, deny 
it to be an activity at all, and of those, on the 
other, who make it a special activity of a sub- 
conscious agent. The professional reader wil! 
also note the'concihatory position adopted re- 
garding the question as to the afferent or ef- 
ferent origin of muscular sensations (1., 124). 
Similarly, the qualifications are pointed out 
untier which alone Ward's doctrine of a pre- 
ventative * continuum' is true (i., 173), though 
it is fair to add that they werd probably never 
intended to be denied. Occasionally the views 
ofa supposed opponent appear to be misun- 
derstood. James, for instance, is cited as 
teaching the impossibility of ever acquiring 
the intuition of space (i., 226). But what 
James really teaches is the impossibility of ac- 
quiring detinite intuitions of space without 
the presence of a spatial quale, a certain 
roluminouszess, in “sensations at the start. 
But this sentzat onal voluminousness is not re- 
garded by him as the perception of related 
points, and the objection that it presupposes 
an original consciousness of abstract exten- 
sion, as distinct from a vague feeling of ex- 
tensity, is beside the mark (i., 227), 

But apart from all questions of detail, these 
two solid volumes must be pronounced a mar- 
vel of learning, of clear exposition, of acute 
and sober criticism. The whole field of 
psychology is covered, and on évery important 
subject the author has something to say that 
merits attention. 
systematic treatise representing the present 
state of the science and ofequal value exists. 
To the student of psychology it is simply in- 
dispensable, While it is less brilliant than the 
incomparable work of James it is more com- 
prehensive and consistent. In contrast with 
some of the German works on the same sub- 
ject it is balanced in judgment and full of 
Euglish common sense. (New York: D.

Miss McClelland is 
a promising writer—the epithet is employed 
in a good sense—but she has tried to please 
irreconcilable tastes: It behooves her to make 
her choice; she cannot serve Scott and Brad- 
don. Of Anna Hunter she says with a certain 
ambiguity: ‘*On some points at least she 
was no cleverer at 8 plus 20 than she had been 
at 8 minus the same.” (New York: Henry

„The Spirit of the New Education” is a 
series of addresses on educational topics, de- 
livered in recent years by Mrs. Louisa P.

“* Water-Color Painting in England,” by 
Gilbert R. Redgrave, is une of a series of ii.

The author assigns the origin of water-color 
painting to the work of topographers or an- 
‘tiquarian draftsmen of the last century, 
and not to the Elizabethan miniaturists or Ae 
early artists in tempera or body-color, as 
other writers have done. Some influence is 
also ascribed to the work of Duteli artists of 
the seventeenth century. Following tis por- 
tion of the work are short sketches of the lives 
of the principal English artists in water-col 
ors. Some of narratives are most en 
tertaining. The closing chapter furnishes 
much valuable and interesting information 
concerning the materials employed in the art.

‘Cause of the Austrian Mine Explosion. 

Everybody has heard stories of the recklessness 
with which miners disregard the precautions 
most vital to their safety, but it would be difficult 
to find amore striking illustration of it than that 
afforded by the recent catastrophe at. Brizibram, 
in Austria. The details of the confession of the 
man Havelka, whois practically responsible for 
the whole loss of life, show an almost incredible 
degree of apathy. Finding it necessary to replace 
the wick in his lamp, he threw away the old one 
without extinguishing it ina place where the 
woodwork was so much tinder. The wood was 
ignited at once, but Havelka and threé other men 
who were with him gave themselves no 
concern about the matter, but coolly ascend- 
ed to the surface, without saying a word: 
to anybody, and went home, leaving the flames to 
spread at their own will. In the first instance 
the flames could have been extinguished with a 
cupful of water, or with the heel of a boot, and, 
long after that, every life could have been saved 
if one word of alarm had been uttered. Now 
that it is too late, Havelka realizes the extent of 
his erime, and is almost insane from remorse. 
Accordifg to the official report of the Austrian 
Minister of Agriculture, 522 men were rescued 
from the mine alive after the fire had broken out, 
thirty-nine of them being unconscious. The of- 
ficial number of deaths is 319, besides five men 
who perished in the work of rescue. The depth 
from which the living and the dead had to be 
carried is eight times the height of the steeple 
of St. Stephen's\in Vienna, a fact which gives 
some idea of the difficulties of the task. The 
victims have left 286 widows and 742 children 
under the age of 16.

BUILDING PROGRESS DURING JUNE. 


Rain Delayed Work on the Huge Structures 
| Kighteen Out of the Thirty Days. 

Construction work on the Fair grounds has 
not advanced rapidly the last month. June, 
like the month of May, presented unusually 
bad conditions for outdoor work. The rainfall 
stopped work eighteen out of thirty days. This 
serious interruption was supplemented by 
damage fr m wind, water, and lightning, but 
the dam age was slight considering the severity 
of the storms. ‘The rainfall for the month 
was 10.58 inches. This tremendous down- 


pour flooded the foundations of the buildings. 


and severely tested them, but without serious 
result. The largest available force of men 
was kept employed whenever possible. and 
yesterday there were at work 7,223 men, with 
an average of 6,542 for the month. . 

The underground work, the laying of water 
and sewer pipe, has been of course greatly 
retarded, but a largely increased force of men 
is engaged at such work whenever possible. 
It has been imp. ssible to opéa a ditch for an 
* because of its flooding and filling wit 
sand. 

All but two of the principal. buildings are 
practically finished, the energy of the depart- 
ment is centered in these two—Manufactures 
and Machinery. Carpentry work is prosecuted 
sixteen hours a day on the Manufactures 
Building, and the final order has been issued 
for sixteen hours’ work a day on the iron 
work of Machinery Hall; This iron work 1s 
tinished, with the exception of the domes, and 
double work is required here to keep out of 
the way of the carpenters. Work has recom- 
menced on the . Buildi i the 
placing of the rustic columns which form a 
colonnade around it. These columns are 
natural tree trunks from the various States. 
Two-thirds of this work is now finished. The 
making of permanent roads will begin soon. 
Much dredging of the interior waterways has 
been done. During the month 30,000 yards of 
earth have been taken out. The contract for 
dredging around the naval exhibit will be let 
soon. Theestimate for this work is 120,000 
cubic yards. 

The pile-driving is finished for the peristyle. 
Music Hall, and Casino, and the floor joists 
are being laid for the two buildings. The 
grading of the government parade ground is 
well along. The carpentry and iron work of 
the Government Building is finished. . The 
building is ali inclosed and interior painting 
and plastering is in progress. 

In the Midway plaisance the natatorium 
building is nearly finished and the tanks are 


being placed. The contractors will have this 


building ready for bathers in a couple of 
weeks. Most of tne pile-driving for the slid- 
ing railway is done and ground has been 
broken for the Moorish Palace. The right of 


way is being cleared for the park railway. 


England’s Building’ is having its superstruct- 


ure framed ready to raise and the site has‘ 


been cleared for Ceyion’s Building. 
The artistic features of the construction 
work grow without regard to bad weather. 
The casting of exterior covering is generally 
ahead of other construction on the buildings 
and the extensive statuary work is on time. 
Mr. Boyle is placing his statuary around the 
Transportation Building and the free figures 
and two groups have taken their final places. 
Spandrils have been placed over the two en- 
trances of the Administration Building. Of 
the many great groups of statuary which are 
to adorn this building the following have been

The Secretary of War, announced that the de- 
partment would make, among other exhibits at 
the World’s Fair, a flying machine, such as have 
recently been used by the German Government to 
make observations overthe Russian Territory. 

Monday the contract Was closed with George 
Westinghouse, Jr., for furnishing the incandes- 
cent electric lighting plant at Jackson Park (the 
proper installation of 92,000 lamps) he giving bond 

or 000. 
Information was received from the Marquis de 
Lacaze of Paris, that he has a portrait of Wasbing- 
ton made by Stewart, an American painter, and 
that he offers it for exhibition in the Art Palace. 

The Executive Board of the Aberdeen Angus 
Association, in session at the Sherman House 
appropriated $3,000 for premiums of that breed o 
cattle in addition to the premiums offered by the 
World's Fair Board. . 

It was denied at headquarters that John G. 
Whittier had been called upon to write the open- 
ing ode for the World's Fair, that honor having 
been conferred upon Miss Harriet Monroe of Chi- 


cago. 

Tucedey three World's Fair Commissioners rep- 
resenting Russia reached Chicago. They were 
Alexander T. Dobroniski, Commissoner-Genera! ; 
Racouza Soustcherski, and Mr. Outeman. The 
Commissioner-General tola Col. Davis that Rus- 
sia would do better at the World's Fair than it 
had at any previous exposition. He and his fel- 
low-Commigsioners brought with them an un- 
usual degrep of interest in the Exposition. 

Gen. Nelson A. Miles and members of his staff, 
together with the Committee on Ceremonies, 
went to Jackson Park and selected quarters for 
the 15,000 troops who will be here next October at 
tue time of the dedicatory ceremonies. The artil- 
lery and cavalry will be located in the Transvorta- 


tion Building. The infantry will go in camp in 


the Electricity and Mines and Mining Buildings. 
Sheds will be built for the horses. Grand boule- 
vard was selected as the spbroptiate place for the 
troops to mass. The lines will form on Drexel 
boulevard, move to Oakland boulevard, and then 
south to Jackson Park. At tbe south line of 
Grand boulevard the review stand will be erected. 

Wednesday the Executive committee of the 
Board of Directors agpropreted $175.000 for an 
orchestra during the World's Fair. It will con- 
sist of 120 skilled musicians under Theodore 
Thomas, the Musical Director of the Exposition. 
Twelve thousand five hundred dollars was set 
apart for the entertainment of distinguished com- 
posers who will be invited here to lead the or- 
chestra during the rendition of .their composi- 
tions.

Walter Gay There is a great deal of enthusi- 
asm among French artists on the subject, Bonnal 
says that his best works are in America, and that 
he will send with pleasure. His opinion is shared 
by the majority of Frenchmen with whom I have 
conversed. 

Henry Mosler—The French will no doubt make 
a fine exhibit both as a matter of amour propre 
and for business reasons, 

Charles Sprague Pere>—I think the French 
artists will send a great many works, as they have 
applied for more space at Chicago than they had 
at the Paris Exhibition of 1889. 

MacMonnies, the sculptor—On the whole the

TROUBLE OVER THE HARBOR SURVEY. 


Capt. Marshall’s Protest Against the Action 
of the Navy Depurtiment. 

Wasuinotor, D. C., July 1.—|Special. |— 
The war and navy authorities are at. logger- 
heads over the question which department 
shall survey the harbor im front of the Colum- 
bian Exposition. It was brought about bythe 
detail of the United States steamer Michigan 
to perform this work. When the vessel ap- 
peared on the lake-front Capt. Marshall, the 
engineer in charge at Chicago, wrote a letter 
to the Secretary of War protesting against the 
action of the Navy Department in interfering 
with his prerogatives, claiining that he is al- 
ready engaged upon the same work in accord- 
ance with an act of Congress and orders 
from the War Department, and that the 
work by the navy will be simply a 
duplication and an unnecessary expense to 
the government. Ia answer to this protest, 


the navy authorities claim that they were re- 
quested to make the survey an prepare 
a chart map that could be relied upon 


by vessels entering the harbor; that they have 
a vessel specially prepared for this service; 
that while the engineers have had authority to 
make the surveys, and have wade some, their 
charts are of no use to vessels entering the 
harbor, as they are incomplete and obsolete. 
The War Department hag referred Capt. 
Marshall’s letter to the Secretary of the Navy; 
who has not yet given the subject attention. 


Passion Play in Chicago.
